Car burglary

In March, Provo auto burglaries 
reached their highest incident level 
in five years, resulting in $32,750 
in property loss and $9,700 in auto 
damage, the Provo Police 
Department reported.

SARAJEVO, Bosnia- 
Herzegovina -——- Marking the first 
anniversary of the war that’ has 
shattered their lives and their 
city, residents of Sarajevo waver 
between resignation and disbe- 
lief: 

Grim and exhausted, they live 
day to day, struggling to survive 
amid the ruins with U.N. hand- 
outs and a belief that the Serb 
attackers will never take their 
city. 

Tuesday is regarded as the first 
anniversary of the war. Last 
April 6, the United Nations recog- 
nized the Republic of Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, and Serbs, who 
oppose the state’s independence 
drive, opened fire on peace 
demonstrators. 

The Bosnian government esti- 
mates that 8,250 Sarajevans have 
died since then and that 14,500 
have been wounded. Across the 
republic, more than 200,000 peo- 
ple are dead or missing, the gov- 
ernment says. 

No official observances were 
planned, but on Monday 
President Alija Izetbegovic issued 
yet another appeal to the interna- 


tional community to act. : 

The Serbs have seized 70 per- 
cent of Bosnia’s territory, and the 
eastern enclave of Srebrenica is | 
on the verge of falling to the 
Serbs. 

“Please do something to save 
Srebrenica and to stop this 
tragedy, the greatest since World 
War II,” Izetbegovic wrote to 
President Clinton in a letter read 
on Bosnian TV. 

Only the U.N. military com- 
mand scheduled something spe- 
cial on Tuesday — a crucial nego- 
tiating session of the opposing 
army chiefs on the neutral 
grounds of Sarajevo’s airport. 

Sarajevo’s ordeal can be partial- 
ly understood in numbers: 2,500 
children killed; 35,000 apart- 
ments damaged or destroyed; 75 
percent of the city’s old architec- 
ture in ruins; 54,000 tons of 
humanitarian aid brought in to 
keep the city alive. 

“I didn’t expect it to last this 
long, but I don’t see the end of it 
even now,” said Jadranka 
Stojkovic, a Hare Krishna mem- 
ber who spends her days caring 
for refugees. “It could easily last 
another year.”

MOSCOW — President Boris 
Yeltsin returned home Monday and 
immediately began using the 
Vancouver summit to bolster his 
political image before a crucial ref- 
erendum on his leadership. 

Hard-line opponents denounced 
the summit as a “propaganda cam- 
paign arranged by the West” to 
help Yeltsin in the April 25 refer- 
endum, in which he is seeking to 
assert his authority in a power 
struggle with parliament. 

After leaving Vancouver, Yeltsin 
stopped in the eastern Siberian city 
of Bratsk to rally support. He 
promised that Siberia would get a 
large chunk of the $1.6 billion in 
U.S. aid promised by President 
Clinton. 

Clinton’s $1.6 billion package is 
intended to have maximum impact 
on the lives of ordinary Russians.

Utah big-game hunters will no longer be able 
to wear orange camouflage during big-game 
hunts with the adoption of a new policy banning 
use of the camouflage by center-fire rifle 
hunters. 

The policy will take effect during the 1993 
deer hunt, said Scott Root, Utah Wildlife 
Information representative. 

The policy, based on a study conducted in, 
Mississippi in 1986, found the material was not 
visible in low light conditions even with the 
minimum legal coverage worn. 

“We are looking for ways to protect the 


Utah law requires that all center-fire rifle 
hunters wear 400 square inches of hunter 
orange material on their head, chest and back, 
Root said. 

Camouflage orange should not be confused 
with the solid orange that most hunters wear. 
Camouflage orange has the camouflage designs 
but is orange instead of green and brown, he 
said. “It is the camouflage orange not the solid 
orange that we are getting rid of,” Root said. 

Ray Huffman, owner of Guns Unlimited, said 
if hunter orange is safer than camouflage 
orange then that’s what hunters need to use.

Libel law lets lawyers breathe easier 


WASHINGTON — Lawyers who defend news organizations against 
lawsuits worried mightily not long ago that an increasingly conservative 
Supreme Court would make radical changes in libel law. 

They're breathing easier now, but their clients are trying to adjust'to a 
rising number of lawsuits. 

“We're not concerned about a major retrenchment or a sea change in 
the law,” said Henry Kaufman, general counsel of the media-supported 
Libel Defense Resource Center. 

“The court today has no champion of the press as it had in (retired) 
Justice (William J.) Brennan, but the current court is not looking to 
damage libel precedent,” said Jonathan Hart, a Waeengie lawyer who 
represents news media defendants. 


Discovery shuttle to study ozone layer 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Space shuttle Discovery was loaded with 
the last of its cargo of science experiments Monday and then fueled for a 
mission to study the thinning of the Earth’s protective ozone layer. 

The eight-day flight with five astronauts is the second in.a series of 
atmospheric research projects by NASA. 

Scientists fear that the upper atmosphere’s layer of ozone gas, a Y shield 
against dangerous ultraviolet rays, is being consumed by human-made 
pollutants and possibly volcanic gases. 

If heightened levels of ultraviolet radiation penetrate the atmosphere 
to Earth’s surface, it could increase skin cancer and cataracts, weaken 
the human immune system, destroy ocean plankton and stunt plant 
growth. 

William Townsend, deputy associate administrator of the Mission to 
Planet Earth program, said future flights depend on completion ce the 
current mission, budget and opportunities available. 


Clinton may introduce ‘health card’ 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton’s plan to reform health care is 
likely to include a universal identity card that may use Social Security 
numbers to keep track of patients, say White pouse and congressional 

, aides involved in drafting the package. 

Ira Magaziner, coordinator of the president’s health care task force, 
says a “health security card” could be part-of the plan Clinton expects to 
give Congress this spring. : 

Privacy experts contend that use of Social Security numbers could com- 
promise the confidentiality of a patient’s medical history in this age of 
‘computerized, womb to tomb records. 

Others complain that employers, creditors or insurance companies 
could obtain medical information and use it to deny someone a job, cred- 
it, or life or car insurance. 

A congressional aide said the cards could be used by doctors and hospi- 
tals to call up a card holder’s medical records, such as their insurance 
benefits, from a computer. A spokesman for Rep. Fortney “Pete” Stark, 
D-Calif. and chairman of the House Ways and Means health subcommit- 

_ tee, said using the Social Security number makes sense, because it is 
used in other government programs.

Job bill standoff 
shows Republican 
clout in Congress

WASHINGTON Senate 
Democrats and Republicans hunted 
for a way to end their standoff over 
President Clinton’s jobs bill on 
Monday as GOP lawmakers crowed 
that the episode shows the White 
House won’t be able to ignore them 
on future issues. 

Behind the scenes, the two sides 
searched for a compromise over the 
$16.3 billion package, a central 
part of Clinton’s prescription for 
economic recovery. Republicans 
want to trim the measure and pay 
for it by cutting other programs. 

On the Senate floor, Democrats 
failed for the third time to find 
enough votes to halt a GOP fili- 
buster that has stalled the bill for 
over a week. This time, the vote to 
halt the delays was 49-29 — 11 
votes short of the 60 needed to 
clear the way for a vote on final 
passage. 

On his way to an Opening Day 
baseball game in Baltimore, 
Clinton jabbed at Republicans for 
the stalemate. 

“In a time when no new jobs are 
being created .:. it means that for 
political purposes, they are willing 
to deny jobs to places like 
Baltimore, Dallas, Houston, 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia and 
Cleveland and Seattle,” he told 
reporters. “It’s just real sad.” 

White House budget director 
Leon Panetta was dispatched to 
the Capitol and said of the mea- 
sure, “We don’t want it to die here. 
That would be the worst strategy of 
all for the American people.” 

But as the Senate debated the 
measure on what was supposed to 
have been the third day of a two- 


week Easter recess, Republicans 
showed no signs of folding. All pre- 
sent voted to keep their delaying 
tactics going, once again gaining 
the vote of conservative Sen. 
Richard Shelby, D-Ala. 

“We’re prepared to discuss work- 
ing out some compromise if that’s 
the word,” said Senate Minority 
Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan. 

Several Republicans said their 
success in blocking the bill was 
transmitting an important message 
to Clinton about upcoming fights 
over health care, trade and other 
big issues. 

“The longer we drag this out, the 
more it’s becoming apparent that 
Republicans will have to be dealt 
with on everything,” said Sen. 
Richard Lugar, R-Ind. 

“Health care is an extremely sig- 
nificant issue that’s going to need 
Republican support.” said Sen. 
John Chagee, R-R.I. 

The jobs measure would finance 
everything from jobs at Head Start 
pre-school centers to making gov- 
ernment buildings more energy 
efficient. The administration says 
the measure would create more 
than 200,000 jobs, while helping to 
prevent economic growth from halt- 
ing once again. 

Dole offered Monday to quickly 
approve the $4 billion in the bill for 
benefits for long-term jobless 
Americans, and to debate the rest 
of the measure later. But 
Democrats scoffed at the proposal. 

“That’s an offer for nothing else” 
getting approved, Howard ‘Paster, 
Clinton’s chief Capitol Hill lobbyist, 
told reporters. 

With pressures building daily, 
some of the debate on the Senate 
floor became unusually personal.

A new computer virus has been 
found on campus and has already 
wiped out portions of the hard dri- 
ves of several computers. 

The virus, called the Brazilian 
virus, is very fast at infecting com- 
puters, said Dave Taylor, computer 
support representative for 
University computing services.

America built upon 
diversity of opinions 


This statement was included in a recent letter to the editor, and is probably 
told to countless other newspaper editorial writers across the country. 
Apparently, The Daily Universe took a position on such-and-such a topic that 
the reader did not agree with, so we were advised to stop telling people what to 
think. 

Editorial writers delight in getting these kinds of letters because it shows peo- 
ple are reading and thinking about their editorials. Unfortunately, these letters 
also show a lack of understanding of the critical role editorial pages play in 


America. Newspapers would be doing the readers a disservice if they didn’t tell 


them what to think. 

Richard L. Connor, president and publisher of the Fort Worth Star Telegram 
summed up the importance of editorial pages in an address to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in 1990. 

“The editorial page is the one place in the paper where we can free ourselves 
from the obligation to be evenhanded,” Connor said. “It is the one page where a 
newspaper not only can carry out its responsibility to inform, but also.exercise 
its right and responsibility to lead, inspire, provoke, stimulate and even infuri- 
ate our readers. The editorial page is the one page in the newspaper that has 
an unrestricted mandate to grab the readers’ attention and make them react.” 

While a regular news story tells the basic who, what, when, where, why and 
how of an incident, an editorial expresses an opinion about its impact and 
interpretation. gas 

Sometimes, editorials contradict people’s beliefs, but if they didn’t cause peo- 
ple to sit up and think, their purpose would be lost. As Benjamin Franklin once 
said, “If all printers were determined not to print anything till they were sure it 
would offend nobody, there would be very little printed.” This is especially true 
for the opinion page. 

On the other hand, perhaps papers should avoid telling people what to think. 
After all, if early editorials like, “The Shot Heard Around the World” and “Join 
or Die” had not been published, the Revolutionary War might not have gotten 
off to the start it did. 

If Finley Peter Dunne had not written his humorous “Colonel McNeery” edito- 
rials about the “bribe-taking members of the city council” in Chicago, municipal 
reform might have been extremely difficult. If William Bartlett of the New York 
Sun hadn’t printed “No King! No clown! To rule this town,” Tammany Hall 
leader Boss Kelly might have been selected as mayor in 1878. 

Editorials have had an important place in American thinking, where the free- 
dom to express an opinion is held in the highest importance. We should support 
the forum for free thought. 

Newspapers express their opinions on the editorial pages of America, and 

readers have the opportunity to respond through. letters to the editor if they 
disagree. Find a newspaper with opinions that you disagree with, and read it.’

At Project Read each adult stu- 
dent is assigned a private tutor 
who instructs, drills, assesses 
reading level, measures progress, 
suggests reading materials and 
provides encouragement. 

Tia West, a 24-year-old elemen- 
tary education’ senior from 
Alberta, Canada, and a tutor, said 
she is excited to help someone who 


is desperate to learn and fit in 
society. 

“A little success changes their 
lives,” West said. “It is more than 
just teaching them to read, it is 
opening up a whole new world.” 

West said students should devel- 
op empathy for the illiterate and 
try to devote some time to helping 
others improve their self-worth. 

Project Read is available for all 
adults who wish to learn to read or 
improve their skills for personal or 
work opportunities. Project Read is 
also looking for students or faculty 
members who are willing to tutor 
the illiterate.

Abeve God, who do you want 
to be loyal to? That escapes me. 

“There is no question that this is 
the best decision. As I said I really 
feel it hurts Utah too. It hurts the 
exposure of the league, the schedul- 
ing, the notoriety of the league. If 
we beat Bradley it’s a big thing for 
us. 

“T recruited the last two years 
with the idea that we were going to 
play Shawn Bradley. I got some 
guys who came in liking that idea. 
They were naive guys in thinking 
they would be able to beat him. 

“T tell you what, I harbor no ani- 
mosity or ill will toward BYU. I 
don’t engage in that.” 

Q. That’s interesting, because I 
think a lot of people believe 
you think differently. 

A. “I tell you right now, there is no 
one in Utah that I admire more 
than Rex Lee. And I mean that. I 
know him and I’ve been out with 
him socially. I’ve been able to talk 
to him. I know what he is going 
through and I know what kind of 
guy he is. And I like LaVell 
Edwards. LaVell and I are friends. 
Q. How is your relationship 
with Roger (Reid)? 

A. “Good. You know I don’t have a 
relationship with Roger. I don’t 
have a good one or a bad one. Its 
kind of a non-acquaintance. But 
with LaVell we’ve been on a couple 
of charity deals together and we 
have mutual friends. 

“It isn’t like, ‘Boy, I’m happy for 
BYU and boy I’m happy for myself.’ 
Obviously it’s to our advantage not 
to play against him in terms of 
winning. But conversely there are 
a lot of down-sides to it. We don’t 
get the TV exposure, we don’t get 
the notoriety, the acclaim, the 
challenge and we can’t use it to 
further recruits.”

WASHINGTON — The Russian 
diplomats who met with the chair- 
man of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee hoped he would support 
repeal of Public Law. 86-90, which 
denounces “the enslavement of a 


substantial part of the world’s pop- 


ulation” by Russian communism. 

Rep. Lee Hamilton, D-Ind., was 
noncommittal. He also was a ‘little 
puzzled that his visitors from the 
Russian Embassy seemed more 
concerned about striking outdated 
rhetoric from the books than about 
trade restrictions in other statutes 
left over from the Cold War. 

President Clinton and President 
Boris Yeltsin of Russia agreed over 
the weekend it is time to dispose of 
such legal relics, and administra- 
tion and congressional - aides 
worked Monday to come up with 
the U.S. list. 

At the White House, epoltesmian 
George Stephanopoulos said the 
president hoped to have an 
accounting by the end of the week 
and then “take a hard look at it.” 

Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said there are a lot of. 
statutes that are outdated and 
have nothing to do with Russia 
today. Christopher said Clinton 
would confer with Congress to 
determine “whether these can’t 
simply be taken off the books as 
relics of another age.”
